Tbe board held 
Its first meeting March S!7, 18S7, and 
resolved to meet on the 6th of April 
to take Into consideration the levying 
of a tax to build a school house. Tlie 
board met at the time appointed and 
resolved that the sum of $3,000 would 
be required to build a house sufficient- 
ly large to accommodate all the chil- 
dren of the borough. Tlie secretary 
was directed to give public notice 
that a tax of $3,000 would be voted 
for by the citiyc'iis on the first Tues- 
day of tile following May, lu accord- 
ance with the prov Isions of the school 
laws.

COST OF THE SYSTEM. 


"The cost of the school system In 


the purchasing of lots and erecting 
three houses, including the fuinisb- 
ing, beating and general Improve- 
ments, has amounted to $25,000, and 
when we take into consideration that 
this has been done in a period of 
forty years and with the population, 
up to within tbe last eight years, of 
less tnan 4,000 Inhabitants, it shows 
that the people of Bristol have done 
nobly for the public schools. The 
present number of teachers Is thirteen 
and the pupils attending school dur- 
ing the past year [1878] numbered 
660. 


"May tbe friends of the public 
schools never cease their labors until 
accommodations are provided for tbe 
education of every child in tbe bor- 
ough and may they advocate the 
passage of a law by tbe Legislature 
for compulsory education, for upon 
tbe education of the masses depends 
tbe safety of our government.'' 


Since tbe above article was written 


by tbe late 'Squire Klnsey thirty-two 
yean ago there have been three addi- 
tional school houses built and two of 
the buildings then In use are aban- 
doned. 
The new buildings erected are the 
Bath street building, the high school 
building and the Jefferson avenue 
buildings all eight-room bouses. Tbe 
Otter street building was sold to the 
Bed Men and the old Wood street 
building Is unoccupied, but Is still in 
tbe possession of tbe school district. 


Thirty-two years ago there were 


600 pupils attending the schools and 
now the enrollment Is about 1000.

chased a lot, 100x120 feet, on the cor- 
ner of Washington and Pond streets 
for the sum of $1,800 and In June, 
1878, contracted with F. P Crichton 
to build the present betiutiful and 
commodious bouse at a cost of $7,000. 
The heating and ventilating will add 
anothei $1,000 to the cost, then the 
citizens of Bristol eau point with 
pride to three large and nell-built 
bouses, the last one a model of beauty 
and convenience. 


COST OF THE SYSTEM. 


"The cost of the school system in 


the purchasing of lots and erecting 
three houses, Including the furnish- 
ing, heating and general improve- 
ments, has amounted to * 15,000, and 
when we take Into consideration that 
this has been done in a period of 
forty years and with the population, 
up to within the last eight yean, of 
less than 4,000 inhabitants, it shows 
that the people of Bristol have done 
nobly for the public schools. The 
present number of teachers Is thirteen 
and the pupils attending school dur- 
ing tbe past year [1H78] numbered 
6{JO.
